LoNDo.N, Jan. 1,'!. — It seeni.'; pretty 
well OBtabllshud in the public uiind that 
the Emperor William did not mettii to 
thieaten war upon England by bis mes- 
sage of syinpatliy to President Kruger, 
of the Transvaal, and the reports which 
were circulated a few days ago ot an 
Eniopean alliance back of Germany and 
against England lind little further 
credence. It appears to be accepted 
that the German Emperor simply in- 
tended to express his own opinion of llie 
Jameson raid in the niessaue and tlie 
temporary sentiment of irritation which 
it caused him. This is the general feel- 
ing apparently of the public mind and 
those organs of public opinion which are 
in touch with the governiuent have un- 
doubtedly sought to deepen this iniprc.s- 
"3n. 

This, lioivever, still leaves unexplained 
the itncontradicted assertion that the 
German government did apply to Portu- 
gal for puriuiasion to pass marines 
through Portuguese territory at Dehigoa 
liay to the Transvaal or the unflagging 
I)roparation for war material and the 
eciuipraent, of war forces in iMigland. Of 
more force peeins the argument of some 
nuwspijpors tliat the wavering support of 
Russiiijand France has admonieiicd the 
German war lord that the interpretation 
put upon his message by England was 
putting him into a hazardous position. 
Nv'hellfer this or some other considera- 
tion has altered tlm situation, it is cer- 
tain that the diplomatic agents of all 
the nations of Europe have been kept 
busy in' the past few we'eks and it is be- 
lieved that the full result of their labors 
is not yjet known. 

That:Bpgland has bad a vision of the 
destruction of the '' balance of power " 
in Euroiie wiih herself in the descending 
scale is certain. Whether she has luade 
other strokes in the hidden field ol 
diplomacy besides her formidable hIiow 
of naval force is not yet known. Tlie 
lir.st fc<;iing ol assurance over the better 
situation of the relations with Germany 
ia met by notes of warning that there 
are still possible seeds of much rancour 
and danger in the situation in the Trans- 
vaal, and that the Venezuelan question 
is after all not yet settled nor any basis 
agreed upon for its settlement. 

Interest in the great naval prepar- 
ations, however, continues to absorb the 
public mind. A report which has been 
circulated to the effect that the govern- 
ment intends to mobilize the volunteer 
forces is denied to-night; bnt it is cer- 
tain that appeals from the war oflSce 
have recently been sent by circular to 
ti e commandors of all the volunteer 
regiiuentH, asking them to return the 
probable nuiiiber of volunteers that 
could he mobilized, and to state the 
arrangements that wottld be necessary 
for doing so. 

At Woolwich, lielow Lonilfin, on the 
'J'liamfs iilso, the great arsenal, covering 
one liuiulred acres of ground, is receiv- 
ing constant addilions t-o ilo great store 
of naval material and the activity in all 
deiiartments there is unabated. The 
torpedo factory is increasing its output, 
ami the men in that department are 
workingrmany hours overtime. The tor- 
pt'does as fast as they are made are de- 
spatched to Portsuioiith and Dover, the 
former the |)rincipal naval station in 
I'higlaiid, witli a fortilied harbor that 
will float the whole of the English navy, 
and the latter the chief port of coiumu- 
nicatioji between England and the con- 
tinent. The governiuent intends, it is 
annoMiiced, to have these well supplied 
with torpedo boats and with torpedo de- 
.stroyers. 

One feature of the war scare which is 
much dsvelt on here is the harm it 
would be to (Jerman trad(!. (ierman 
export houses here announce that there 
has been a big drop in their orders since 
the scare. The orders of one big fancy 
goods firm, it is annotinced. have de- 
creased 60 per cent. It is feared that 
the (piarrel will thus result in a per- 
manent itijury to trade. 



RELIEF PROKIBITED. 

The Turkish Government Declares That It 
VriU Not Allow Foreigners to Assist 
Its Armenian Subjects. 

CoNSTANTi.NOi'LE, Jan. 13. — ^The Porte 
has decided to prohibit the distribution 
among the destitute Armenians of 
monevs collected by subscription in for- 
eign countries, and a note to this eli'ect 
has been forwarded to the several Turk- 
ish legations in Europe and America. 
This action of the Turkish government 
is causing widespread consternation 
among the Armenians of this city whose 
hopes had been raised by the reported 
numerous subscriptions being taken up 
in England and the United Sates. Tlie 
oflicial (ujinmunication of the Porte's de- 
termination as given out is as follows: 
" The impuri'tl government, will not jicr- 
iiiit any distribution among his siilijects 
in his own territory by any foreign so- 
ciety or individuals however resiiectable 
tlie'sanie may be (for instance the lied 
Cross Society) of money collected 
abroad. Siicli interference no iiidcpeii- 
(if.'ut government has ever allowed, espe- 
cially when the collections are made on 
the strtmgth of speeches delivered in 
public bv the irreconcilable enemies of 
the Turkish race and religion and on the 
false accusations that Turkey repud i- 



atcs. Besides, the Sublime Porte is 
mindful of the true intercBta of its sub- 
jects and distinguishes between the real 
state of things and the calutnnies and 
the wild exaggerations of interested or 
liiiancial luarties, and will as it has 
done heretofore under its own legiti- 
mate control, alleviate the wants of 
all Turkish subjects living in certain 
provinces, irrespective of creed or race." 



NOT MURDERED AS SUPrOSED. 

The (^ucen of Korea Watched the Attack 
on the Palace and Escaped 
to Safety. 

New Youk, Jan. 13.— The Herald 
prints the following from Shanghai : On 
November 28 an unsuccessful plot cul- 
minated in iin attack on the palace by a 
number of Koreans belonging to tlie 
Queen's party. The King and the Jap- 
anese officials, being warned beforehand, 
posteil extra guards and foiled the con- 
spiracy. Information aliowE that M. 
Waeberg, cliarge d'affaires, and the Eng- 
lish consul shared the secret, the object 
being to seize the ministers, expel the 
■Japanese, free the King from th" hitter's 
iiilliiciice and restore the Queen, wlio 
was reputed dead, but in reality alive. 
The Russian secretary of legation, the 
leading spirit in the conspiracy, was 
deputed to convey the (iueen from her 
liiding place to the palace. The failure 
of the attempt necessitated keej)ing 
secret the Queen's existence, which is 
now, for the first time divulged. 

When the Koreans and Japanese broke 
into the palace, the Queen hid hastily in 
an 9bacure out house, saw , the bodies of 
her iiulies-iu-waiting dragged to the pyre 
prepared for them outside, and watched 
tlie tragedy from her hiding jilace. Hav- 
ing been concealed for an hour and a 
half, she fled at last through a secret pas- 
sage in the old palace, reaching a place 
of safety. Wlien the .Japanese and 
Koreans examined the charred bodies, 
the King and others feigned that they 
had discovered those of the Queen, and 
the .Japanese accepted theaccountof the 
(.iucen's death as true. The Koreans 
were strangled last week as the Queen's 
murderers, wliile the trial of Viscount 
Mura and other Japanese oflicials, is pro- 
ceeding at Hiroshima for the murder. 



Four Grand Old Men Effected a Re-

Nine of the Crew of the Shipwreck- 
ed "Jiuiet Cowan" Arrive 
by the " Louise." 



Sudden Death of a Prominent Pros- 
pectoi^The Magician's " 
Crew Safe at Home. 



At alrout 1 o'clock this morning the 
steamer Princess Louise, Captain John 
Irving, returned from the West Coast, 
bringing nine of the crew of the wrecked 
bark .Janet Cowan. The men had been 
broiiglitto Carmanah lighthousefrom the 
little cabin that for several days h.ad shel- 
tered them, by Lightkeeper Daykin,and 
at once taken on board the Louise. The 
jiarty includes J. W. Taylor, T. Duggan, 
J. llanley, J. Chamberlain, O.Journeau, 
,1. Mtirshall, A. Campbell. R. Heron and 
W. Wiilker. Their story is identical 
with that of the others of the ship's 
company who reached Port Townsend 
on Sunday, and which is told in detail 
on pages 2 and C of this issue. 

The tugs Pioneer and Holyoke were 
off the wreck when the Louise called 
and the Tyee was seen heading that way. 
Representatives of the customs service 
were on the beach at the time protesting 
against the stripping of the vessel by the 
American craft, but unable to get 
on hiiard, as i\Ir. Daykin explained, 
oil account of the captains 
of the American tugs moving tlie ladder 
from the starboard to the port siile. 
The bottom is reported to have fallen 
out of the ship ctirly on Sunday morn- 
ing, but the wreck is still stantling up- 
riglit with heavy seas washing over her 
at high tide. 

The Louise reports the sudden death 
at .San .luan recently of David Graham, 
late of Broadview", N.W.T, He was 
taken seriously ill while prospecting for 
land, and his death is supposed to have 
resulted from heart disease. Ho hatl no 
relatives in this province and it is ex- 
pected that a brother will come 
out from Assiniboia to take charge of 
tlie remains. The deceased Mr. Graham 
leaves a widow and four children in the 
territory. The lyouise also reports that 
tlie Indians all along the Coast are 
holding their customary jiotlachijs pre- 
liminary to embarking on the spring 
sealing trips, one big celebration being 
in progress at Ahousett and another at 
Nitinat.

— That a govern m.Mit 
might be formed combining the strong- 
est elements of the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party, was the reason given by Mr. 
Foster for resigning last week with the 
six other ministers. While the de- 
sirability for a re-arrangement is not 
denied, it has been made plain that at 
the commencement of a session is not an 
opportune time to put the contemplated 
changes into effect, and therefore six 
of the ex-ministers are about to take 
up the abandoned portfolios, while Sir 
Charles Tupper, Bart., will enter the 
ministry in place of his son Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tupper. A vexatious delay in 
the public business will thus be avoided, 
as it uould have been a month at least 
before tiny new minister having stood for 
re-election could take his place in the 
house. After the friction which has oc- 
curred it look some diplomacy to restore 
the entente cordiale between Premier 
Powell and his late colleagues, but 
through the friendly oliices of SirDonald 
Smith, of Montreal, and Sir Frank 
Smith, of Toronto, a woiking arrange- 
ment has been agreed to, personal in- 
clinations being made secondary to the 
interests of the jiarty. The business of 
the session will now bo proceeded with 
as expeditiously as possible, and 
before the dissolution, which will 
immediately follow prorogation, it 
is expected that the War Jtiorse of 
Cumberland will become Premier. Sir 
James Grant of Ottawa has offered to 
give his seat to Sir Charles Tupper 
should the latter wish a scat in the 
Commons for this session rather than- 
take the Nova Scotia senatorship at his 
disposal. ■

Wrecked Tlirotiffli au Error of Jiuls. 
ment— A Coast Q'rageUy 
Without Parallel. 



One Third of the Ship's Company 
Perish of the Cold and 
Sxposnre. 



All doabt aa to the identity of the bit; 
fonr-masted ship which met her doom 
on the fateful rocks of the West Coast 
caino to an end on Sunday last, when the 
tug Tyee landcii tho fourteen surviving 
members of tliu Janet Cowan's crow at 
Port Townsend, and the story of the suf- 
ferings was unfolded in all its agoni/.ini; 
details. Ten days of torture by cold and 
privation on the rocky blaff— daring 
which time seven of the crew, including 
Capt. Thompson and his ticcond mate, 
mot tlieir deaths — terrible accidents to 
the other ijiatu and one of tlie seamen; 
iiours and days of anxious watching for 
liel]) that did not come — tiiese are the 
outlines of the harrowing tale, a tragedy 
of tho sea without parallel in many par- 
ticulars even in tiie history of the •' bone- 
yard of the Pacific." It was on the last 
day of the old year that tiie dreadful 
disaster occurred, and dining the ten 
full days that followed nu help cuine to 
the wretched crew, camping in the snoiv, 
freezing and dying within 10 miles of 
Victoria, from wliich city they counted 
upon obtaining aid without a day's 
delay. The wire from Carmanah being 
down of course )n-evented news of their 
predicament reacliing here as early as it 
should, but it was on Wednesday l.ist 
that the Princess Louise passed the sur- 
vivors of tlie wreck, and they surely 
thouulit that aid would he despatched to 
them just as soon as Captain Irving re- 
ported by wire to ttiis city. Tlireemore 
ilaya past and then it was tlie Port 
Townsend tug Tyee instead of one of the 
British fleet, that brought the welcome 
relief. 

"The officers of the Tyee," says the 
Post-Intelligencer, tell d most harrow- 
ing Htory of the wreck and of tlui crew 
and its surroundings as found by them. 
Capt. Thompson die<l of exposure sev- 
eral days alter the ship struck tlie reef, 
and the cook and an able seaiuan and 
the uiiin that ran the donkey engine 
died the following day, tlie latter be- 
coming violently insane. The other 
three that lost their lives were the 
second mate and two apprentice boys. 
Nine members of the crew were left on 
the shore in a cabin about a mile north 
of the place where the ship went on the 
reef. 

rni; cast.wvavs i)iscovi:ui:n. 

" The Tyee first sighted tho wrecked 
ship on Saturday afternoon on releasinu 
a tow. She was plainly outlined on thi' 
sliores of Vancouver island, and couUl 
not be mistaken. Capt. Cove made f(jr 
the ship with all possible haste, antl was 
soon in proximity. No sign of the 
c. e IV could be .seen on the wreck nor on 
.shore. The sea was running higli at the 
time the tug iiove to, but tv^o boats 
were lowered) in charge of iVlate Hall 
and Chief Engineer llawkins, and a 
start made for the ship, which was 
standing np majestically, her three 
lower topsails set and her"head straight 
to tlie westward. The stern was high 
in the air, and the rudder hi-oken square- 
ly in two. ifall and Hawkiius sieered 
their boats toward the bow of the ship, 
under which tiiere was a clear passage 
to the port side. C>nce on that side a 
portion of the crew could be seen on 
top of a high bluir, on which a 
tent had been [litched. A rope 
ladder had been taken off the ship and 
fasteiioil to the top of this blurt', making 
.a stairway by which the men could 
climb from the shore to their abode.' A 
landmg was effected with little difli- 
■culty, the big iron sliip breaking the 
force of the waves, and the rescuers 
.scaled the bluff. A sight met their gaze 
that will not be forgotten for years to 
(■oiiK!. Seated about a fire on i)iet:es of 
wootl an(; <iii the gi-ouiid were thirteen 
men, all svearin;; an oxpres.sion of utter 
hopelessness an. i misery. .\t the sight 
of the T'.-ec's men the .scene was ti-aus- 
loriiieii iiUo one of h(jpe and hilarious 
joy. The castaways jumpcil to tliidr 
feet ami emhraeed their rescuers. 

" Tlie seven ileaii iiiun were: Second 
.Mate John Howell, Apprentices ^^'alter 
Logan and Williaiu T. Steele, who 
jumped overboard and were drowned 
ihe vessel Struck the beach; Captain 
Thoinpson. Cook George Kinnear, I'lngi- 
neer Selkirk and Seaman Peveral , who 
died from exposure in tho snow. 

" I<"irat Mate Charles I.egall, who was 
lashed to a Ijoatswain's chair, surieririg 
from a fractured let; receive(l by falling 
down a scuttle hole a couple of days 
after tho shiii went ashore, told .Mate 
Hall of the Tyee the story of the disas- 
ter. He said the (,'owan came from 
t!ape Ti>wu, .Vfrica, for Uoyal IJoads, 
liritish Coluiiibia, and was lO.S days out 
when she reached (.'.ape l''latlery on l)e 
ceinber There was a teri'ible storm 
off the Cape and tlio vessel stood ofl' two 
days before trying to come in. Then 
she was driven quickly to the northward 
by a strong southwest wind, and sought 
shelter in tl^e treacherous waters of 
Barclay sound to avoid being driven 
ashore on some more exjioseil point. 
The sound allorded but little slielter 
and she was driven on the rocks at high 
tide. This was 2 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of December .'Jl and a snow storm 
was coming on, 

A..8AIL0B SWIMS TO THE SHORK, 

"The ship seemed to bo breaking In 
two and it was decided to leave lier at 
once. How to get on shore, eighty 
yards distant, was a proliloin meaning 
life to those on board, but there was a 
heroe<iual to tlie occasion, as there is 
in nearly all such calanntioH, and ho 
stepped to the front. This was a young 
sailor named Jimmie Cox, whose "father 
ia chief engineer on one of thi; ocean 
liners running between New York and 
London, and who was working liis way 
on the ship aa a passeuger from Cape 
Town. Cox IB an athletic young fellow 
and a great favorite aboard ship. When 
he volunteered to swim ashore with a 
line he m\a erected with a round of 
cheera. Quickly stripping of his clothes 
ho placed the cast line about hia neck and 



dived off the side of the vessel into the 
icy waters of the ocean. Beaido the 
water being cold in the extreme, the 
night was bitterly sharp, and not a soul 
on the distressed ship believed theyoung 
fellow could survive the trip. However, 
ho lost no time in getting under head- 
way. Tho sea was running high and a 
number of times he came near being 
dashed upon the reef,, but .with .super- 
human efforts he strugicled on, the snore 
dinilv outlined throuKh snow* and dark- 
ness ahead of him. ' He nearly reached 
the shore when the line became fast un- 
der a rock lieliiiid him, and in order to 
.save his own life he was forced to loosen 
it from Iris neck. He reached shore 
safely in a few seconds, and then there 
was nothing to do but to follow him with 
a lifeboat. 

"This was successfully done by a 
small crew, who soon had a line made 
fast to the shore. A boatswain's chair 
was then constructed and the balance of 
the crow taken safely ashore. Capt. 
Thompson neaily lost bis life :vhile be- 
ing assisted ashore. 1 ie was holding on 
tithe ropes above the chair, when his 
hand became so benumbed from tho 
cold that he was forced to let go, falling 
headlong toward the water. His feet 
caught in the chair ropes and he was 
dragged the rest of the distance in that 
position. 

rllE CAMi- FUtU imiVKS DE.VTU .WVAY. 

"When Cox reached land he dragged 
liiniself to an old fallen log which was 
hollowed out and climbed inside. He 
managed to build a fire of some dry tim- 
ber he found inside, and when the balance 
of the crew got ashore the men crowded 
about the lire and thawed out their 
nearly frozen bodies. Nine of the men, 
however, immediately began to examine 
the surrounding country and ran across 
the telegraph wire rmining from Car- 
manah point to Cajie lieale and started 
o follow it, IhiuUing it would lead to a 
labitation. Tliey continued down the 
shore for about a mile, when they came 
upon a cabin, in which they took shel- 
ter. The balance of the crew passed 
the night as best they coukl, some of 
tlioin getting tlieir feet frostbitten. The 
lire started by young Cox is all that 
kejit them alive. ICarly the next 
morning several of the men were sent 
aboard tho ship, which still remained 
in an upright position, and brought back 
canvass, provisions, ship's valuables, 
and in fact everything movable. While 
riunaging about the vessel for stores 
I'irst Mate Legall fell down a scuttle 
hole and broke his leg. He was taken 
ashore, lashed to the boatswain's chair, 
and carried to the caiii|) in tho woods. 

" Late in the afternoon of this day, 
after the camp had been made and 
Legall cared for, aiiotlier trip was made 
to the ship for provisions. \Vliile com- 
ing awav on the last trip in a small boat 
Second Ofhcor Howell and two apjiren- 
tices, named Steele and Howell, were 
drowned. During that niglit and part 
of the next day their bodies could be 
seen washing toward the shore, and 
being beaten against the rocks. They 
were all three natives of Scotland. 

OAl'TAIN 'fllOMI'SOS SUCCUMBS. 

" At 10 next morning, under direction 
of Uapt. Thompson, the crew divided 
into squads and began a tramp along 
tlie beach and coast in different direc- 
tions m search of assistance or opportun- 
ity to hail some passing -vessel, but all 
to no avail. The next two days were 
spent likewise, and resulted only in 
leaving Capt. Thompson and a colored 
saiUn' named Hunt in a bad condition 
from exi)osure and cold. The cook and 
two others were also suU'ering greatly 
from the cold, and lor the next two days 
the camp was transformed in*o a 
hospital. The sick men grew worse 
rapidly, and the captain died on the fifth 
day on laud. His death was keenly felt 
by tho unhappy shipwrecks, but it was 
only a forerunner, as on the next day the 
cook and two seamen passed away. 

" With the captain and the second 
mate dead and the first mate badly in- 
jured the unfortunates were in a sorry 
plight, and they had about given up 
when the Tyee's men put in an appear- 
ance. It seemed as if misfortune w'ould 
never leave them, as the day after the 
captain flied, the already injured mate 
and sailor Hunt eameuear being burned 
to death in the tent on to]i of tlie bluff. 
This happened while the remainder of 
t\n: crew- were searching along the shore 
for lielj). fn. some miiiiner the tent 
caught lire, hut burned slow ly on account 
of being wet. Legall wiis la.shed in the 
cliair and Hunt was stretched out on a 
blanket on the ground. Legall managed, 
however, to get hold of a loaded gun that 
was standing near him and fired two 
shots in the air in rapid succession. 
This attracted the attention of the other 
men, and they hurriedly climbed up the 
ladder and put the fire out, but not be- 
fore it had nearly reached the injured 
men. This did settle it. Tho men knew 
the fates were against them and calmly 
sat auailiiig theirdoom. 

SI i!vivcii:s H'rii.i, Ar riii-: cA.Mr. 
"The men who bad found the cabin 
a mile up the beach decided to remain 
there, but every morning they came 
down for provisions. They wanted the 
other men to go back witii them, but 
Legall and Hunt were too ill to be re- 
moved, so this ])roposition bad to be re- 
fused. It was then that the camp was 
[litclied on the high lilnlf and the rope 
ladder built. The m(>n in the cabin 
must b(! comldrtable, for they showed 
no disposition to l oiiimiiiiieate with the 
Tyee, although her crew saw the men on 
the beach and signaled Ihoni. Captain 
(iove, of the t'.ig, tliought possil)ly tlie 
men did not see or understand him and 
steamed nearer them, and lauin-h- 
ed a small boat, but tlie sea was niii- 
ningiso high that it was tlunight to bi; 
hazardous to try and make the shoi o. 
No concern is felt for the men, as they 
have provisions enough to last for two 
months. Those taken alx)ard the Tyee 
and larded at Port Townsend were : 
.Mate 'Legall, Hunt, ]\Ioran, Smyth, 
Olsen, Kerr, Cox, Chamberlain, Cum- 
berliss. Cousin, Heath, Kosario, Car- 
penter and Wilson, Tliero are now eight 
remaining behind, as follows : T. Dugan, 
J. Hanley, J. MarBhall, F. Chamberlain 
and C. Campbell, able seamen; K. 
Ilerrie and W. Walker, ordinary sea- 
men, and J. Taylor, steward. The tug 
Pioneer lias been sent to their rescue, 
and will take them to Port Townsend on 
Tuesday morning. The survivors 
already landed by the IVee are .being 
well cared for by British Cohsul lCiocker 
and the managers of the Seamen's Bethel,, 
The ship will do a total loss. She is a 
four-master, built of steel, and is regis-

AFTEJl THE NO.MINATION. 

Some of the Candkla'.cs Make Speeches at 
n Meeting Yesterday After- 
noon. 

The nominations liaviiu; been declared a 
move -was mad;; ui>-stairs to the council 
chamber, wlier;- the public gathered to 
liear speeclies from some of tbe candidates 
who liappeiied to be present. The time did 
not allow every aspirant to office getting a 
chance to give his views. 

Mr,,\Y. A. Robertson f/aa chosen chair- 
man, tui^after.flxing a tifno Umit called 
uppn the can Jidates for the mayoralty to 
speak first. . , , 

Mayor Teagm- in opeiuiig said the 
amount of work done by the council last 
year was vc'ry lar)!e for the amount of 
money at their disposal. l''or instance, 
there was only ^;iO,»KX) at their disposal for 
street.s when there were 100 miles of streets 
and lilO miles of sidewalks to look after. 
As to electric light, there was not one on 
the Pacihc Coast, from'. Victoria to Cape 
Horn, that WHS rtin as cheaply us that of 
•Vic'tdrift';-' M' stakes h:id no doubt been 
made,' but show them a business tirm that 
did not make mistakes. When the water 
works were completed be did not see wliy 
water should not be delivered cheaply. 
There being frequent complaints by people 
thut thoy did not get .their proper 
pro]iortion of the expenditure. lie 
would siipiiort a scheme of dividuig 
up tiie i;ity into sections, andlet eiioh have 
its proper iirojiortion of the jexpendttuie. 
Try thut for one year and see how it would 
work. He ttilvocatcd asking a public nieet- 
Ing'of'rfttc'payers if they wished to borrow 
a anm for street improvements. He delied 
anyone to show that Qne-cent of the peo- 
pk''s money had been dishonestlv appro- 
priateil by the council. They had been 
called boodlers inid had bad all kinds ol 
abuse licai)e(l on tbeiii. while they had 
been worknig hard for the people and de- 
served only jiraise for their liaid work in 
tlie city's interests. 

Hon. Kobi'rt Heaven believed thatmuni- 
cipal work should be carried on under the 
same principles of economy us private busi- 
J108B. To-day while the accounts showed a 



surplus of two or three iliousaud dollars ho 
did not think that some. ishiugs^Ojad bpen 
token into account that yioxui not niake 
quite as good a showing. Thc'inconunp 

council should give special attention to 
streets and sidewalks. The people had not 
wished to iiass the paving by law last year, 
because they considered that the vanoiis 
sewer and water jiipes shoulil, all be laid 
lirst. 

-Mr. A. .1. McLellai said the true princi- 
ple of civic ecoiioniv was to see that the re- 
venue was carefully paid <nit. .Much re- 
ipiired to be paid out lor necessary thotigh 
unproductive departments and consequent- 
ly there was little left for public works. 
Turning to educatioii he said lie believed in 
every child gettinga tirst-ela-s lOnglish edu- 
cation, but When it caiiu- to the higher 
branches in the High scluiol lie believed in 
parents paying for it. (Hear, hear.) He 
congratnlat'ed the council on having lin- 
ished up the year without going u dollar 
over their revenue. As to pledges he siiid 
he promised one thing and he would stand 
or fall by it. " He would make it a 
principle not to vote for giving 
another liquor license in the city durii-.g 
tlie year, nnless it might be that a new 
r.iilwav might come into town and it was 
desired to put up a lirst-class hotelfor tour- 
ists. 1 le would grant a license to such a 
lilace, but not to a single new saloon. He 
wished for the siiiijiort of the ratepayers 
because he bi'lieved he could lill the posi- 
tion of JIayor with dignity to himself and 
to the city." He was for economy and at 
the same time for progress. In answer to 
a question w hether|h€l WOUl4 Bi^rye without 
salary, he rejdied that he could live without 
the salary, but he did not consider it fair to 
have to put his hand in his pocket lo (lay 
for entertaining strangers and otherivise 
meeting the e.Npenses attached lo the 
mayoralty, therefore he would not serve 
wit bout salary. 

Mr. .lohn Robertson coiisidereil that he 
was well (pialiriiHl lo sit as mayor. His 
own liusiness had given him e.vperience 
that would be useful in tbe council. Speak- 
ing of sewer connections, he trusted some- 
thing would be done like last year to help 
jieoide who were not able lo get their con- 
nections made. In regard to edin'ation he 
saiil it might be that nco])le who were abhi 
to pay slioiild pay for'their children in the 
ll'gli school, but a child of poor parents 
shouhl get his education free. In regard to 
jiaving be was opposed to wooden blocks, 
which hedid not tliinkwoidtl be satisfactory 
Soir.etbing should be done towards secur- 
ing belter streets and sidewalks. 

Mrs. Maria (irant iis a candidate for 
si'bool trustee was next called upon. Nine 
months ago she hail, she said, come before 
them as the lirst woman candidate for 
school trustee. During these nine mouths 
she had felt like an apprentice learning; the 
trade and had greatly enjoyed the work, in 
which .she was much interested. She had 
been most courtemisly treated by the 
gentlemen at the lioani, but she had felt 
how much better it would be if she had a 
lady associ'ite at the board, .lust fancy 
how a man would feel if all the other mem- 
bers of the board were ladies. ( Langlili-i-. ) 
Though kindergar'ens were desirable, the 
city was not yet in a position to sujiport 
them. Slie lia'd dime her best as a trustee 
in the iKist and if elected winild iininiise to 
do herljest in the future. 

Jlrs. Helen Grant did not come as a can- 
didate in a personal manner but as repre- 
senting the mothers of Victoria, who had 
appointed her as their representative. She 
was not running in opposition to !Mrs. 
Gordon (frant, and would ask her friends 
to vote for both. If elecled she would 
strive to settle every <iiicstion on its merits. 
I'eople liad said ladies ><lioul(l slay at home 
and menil llieir husliands' sucks. (Laugh- 
ter.) She could assure them that her hus- 
band's '.ocks were inendcil, and did not 
take up all her time, cither, .She was not 
ne;;lecting her cliililren <'itber, and her 
boys liacl lini.slied their scl!"ol clays and 
were now attending college, 

Mr. John Maeniillan, aldermanic candi- 
date for North Ward, spoke ne-\t. After 
expressing himself in favor .of woman suf- 
frage, he luru'.jd to civic alfairs, saying he 
advocated street paying, better lire protec- 
tion, aci(iuring the Indian reserve, and be- 
lieved that the High school should be free 
to all. The Indian reserve should be set 
asidi! for the purposes of a university. He 
denied that lie had given prefernient to 
political friends, I'uriiigtlie yeartbecily 
debt had not been added to a dollar, ami he 
went out of ollice with a clean sheet. He had 
favored day labor against contract, and 
was desirous of seeing a re<listribuiion of 
wards. He had been attacked fur getting 
sewer pipe from Seattle instead of gettini; 
it Irom the local industrv. Eleven thou- 
sand iloUars worth of pipe came from 
Seattle, and the metluxl the city took <d' 
calling in coin|ietition had saved iftWO. He 
said that the purchase by tliecityin former 
years of pipe from the Pottery Co. now in 
the yard was corrupt. 

.Mr. ,lohn I'arlriiL'e, aldermanic candi- 
date for Centre ward, saiil tliril wliih^ Aid. 
Macniilhiii spt)ke id' liis wonderful care for 
the working man be had not followed that 
out in practice in thecounciL He(Ald. I'art- 
ridge)did not make such wonderful profes- 
sions, but everyone knew he was a true 
workingnian's friend. When the report of 
the sewers done by liay labor bail been pre- 
sented to the council he (.\l(l. I'artridge) 
had desired U> have more time to look it j 
over, but .Aid. .Macinillan wanti'd to rush 
it tlirougb. Since then it was found 
thai a number of things that 
sIkiuIiI liave been charged to the day labor 
had been omitted, and the report was 
therefore unfair. He referred to his stand 
upon the T-y\ miles of electric, wire which ho 
bad charged were not accounted for, and 
said the sagging of the wire would not ac- 
count for the diU'erence. He defended his 
position in voting to >.'ive the waterworks 
contract to Walkley, King it Casey, saying 
that be had voted to give it to men wdio be 
was sure could d<i the wcu'k. .Alter hearing 
I lie experts' re|)iirts, be had felt sure Mr. 
Ilaggarty wonlil not have been abh^ to 
carry out the contract for tin; amount 
at wiiich he t<uidered. He was in favor of 
woo<i jiaving for the city and hftd brought 
the lire protection by-la,w forward lai^ year. 
The city ought to have more fire protection. 
If the people elected him he could assure 
them he would not allow himself to be 
browbeaten in tln^ council by a poli- 
tician like Alderman Maeniillan, nut would 
stick iiy) for what was right. He had de- 
sired to jiass a resolution allowing only 
residents to work on the waterworks, but 
Aid. .Mucmillan had voted against it. Aid. 
.Mactnillan had also stuck up for the 
Chinese and .laiiaiiese. 

Some cross-tiring here took place between 
Aid. Maeniillan and. Partridge, and the 
Chairman bad to cut it short by calling for 
the next s|ieaker. 

Mr. W. (i. Cameron, ahlenuanic candi- 
date for re-election in South ward, bore 
out Aid. Partridge's statement that the 
coinniittee to inmtirc into the wire matter 
had been illegally appointed. He would 
say in connection with the finances that 
Victoria had done very well during the 
year. Considering tlie circuiiiStances Die 
city had a very fair electric light; but if 
the peo]de wauled more light an<l bctler 
streets, they would have to pay for them. 
He wiiuld iulvise, however, IVn- tbe present 
year that economy be jiracl ised, and that 
they should try to' get along without any 
greater biinlen on the peoide. 

Mr. Fdward Bragg, who also sought re- 
elei'tion as alderniaii, hud, he said, tried to 
get along w ell with the members of the 
lioard and had succeeded with one excej)- 
tion, and that was, Aid. Macinillan, who 
whenever lie hud 'auythinp to say when 
diliering from a colleague said it in such a 
wiiy that the other man if he had a spark 
ofgritinhim must resent it.

The council had acted legally, and he was 
not sorry for what he had done. 

Some amusement was caused by Jlr. 
Hafjgarty asking cjuestions, and Aid. Bragg 
bitting back, incidentally denying that he 
had any- interest in the present waterworks 
contract. 

Mr. R. T, Williams, who is again a can- 
didate for Centre ward, said he ha<l done 
the best he could to spend the city's money 
proiierly, and thought the council as a 
whole bad done their duty. What the peo- 
ple wanted to know, however, was not 
what had been done but what they propos- 
ed to do. He Wiinled to see the present in- 
debtedness of the city lowered. He had 
during last year secured a saving 
in the garbage contract bringing the cost to 
the city down from 123 to $i:i a day. He 
had tried to get the waterworks iniijrove- 
ments done by day labor, but failing that 
had endeavored to give the contract to the 
lowest tenderer. Turning to street ijaving, 
he stated that the reason why the 
changes in the' water pipes had not 
been made was becau.^v il wa,i 
intended to do that and [be j)aviog in one 
ojieration so as to avoid tearing up the 
■cts twice. He spoke in favor of getting 
competitive telegraphic communication and 
said that he had done his best in the past 
and would try, if elected again, to serve the 
city well. 

Mr, B. J. Oddy, one of the canilidates for 
South ward, said he would give bis views 
at the meeting at South ward. He came 
before them as a biuiness man and with a 
sincere desire to ]>ut Ids best ell'orts at the 
disjiosal of the city. He would })romise 1 
help to spend the funds at the tlisposal of 
the council as economically as possible, 
gradually improving Victoria ami making 
it more littractive to visitors. 'The council 
should exercise all the influence they 
could in order to have the C.P.R. ships 
dock here. 

Mr. Wm. JIarchant hoped to get elected, 
but if he was not he would not feel a worse 
friend with any<me. If they did not ap- 
prove of his record on the school board they 
could vote against liini. and if they eonsiJ- 
ered he had wcirked well let them show 
their a]i]iri,>val by easting t heir Iiallofs lor 
him. 

.Mr. A. L. lielyea, as a school trustee eaii- 
didate, remarked that lie considered the 
present cost of school books too much. 
Then the school board and not the council 
should bear the responsibility of the e.vpeii- 
ditures for education. Too "many subjects 
were taught to children, wjth the result 
that in tne niajoritj' of cases the lessons 
were really three years aln^ad of the capa- 
city of the children. 'I'his destroyed a 
clukl's taste for study and was most harm- 
ful. Though, the school board had no con- 
trol over the curriculum they could use 
their inllueiice to have this state of things 
cliaiigea. 

As the hour was getting on and the 
]icople were leaving the hall tin' nieeti iig 
adjourned with a vote of thanks In the 
chair.

To TUK KiiiToii;~Since the nnnoiincc- 
iiK'Hl was made that the Vancouver Island 
Fish and (ianu^ rrolecticm .Association iii- 
teiiiled to hold a meeting, 1 have wailed 
with much anxiety to see whot new anieiid- 
nients would be recommended to the legis- 
lature of tills province during the coming 
session. 

I''or judging from the lack of regard to 
farmers that tlie above mentioned assocla 
lion and the Victoria Gun Club have mani- 
fested in their previous dealings with the 
game laws, 1 naturuUy expected to see that, 
the new suggestions would be iniurious to 
tlie interests of the farmers, but 1 waBsur- 
orised to seellial their feelings had changed 
■'roiii cold indilleri'iice lo |iositive hatred. 
It would appear by tbe actions of the 
V 1.1' .ind (l.l'.A. in'their meeting that it 
was their desire to make the life of the 
fanner not worth living. 

Ill the tirat place, it is recommended that 
police be appointecl in all districts and that 
they htive authority to search anyone on 
private and public property that they havit 
the presumption to suspect, .■\iiytiiiie an 
iiiijnisitivo police ollicer wisheil to ransack 
one's house, all that he would need to do 
would be to snsjiect yon of killing game 
illcfiallv and order you to ojien your doors 
while lie made bis inveali.uatioii. That 
would bt^ elegant, would it not '.' 1 do not 
think the game is worth it. But it would 
be the ])oor mossbacks that would be 
searched, ond wdiat does the V. I. F. it fi. 
]'. A. care for that? 

The association also reeonimends a gun 
license fee. What .lo a crowd of wealthy 
sports care for a few dollars license fee, if 
by paving it they can keep out the poor 
farmer, who is often barely able tu pur- 
chase a gun ? All they expect of the farmer 
is to feed the game for his wealthy city 
cousin. 

Tlu' clause of the act prohibitiim the kill- 
ing of game birds between snnsef and sun- 
rise was deemed iiiini'cessary , and its re- 
peal advocated. This I consider a good 
idea, for it was the cause of a deal of trou- 
ble. But the clause that wtis iiroposed, 
vizi " That it shall be lawful to snoot ,any 
game bird during the open seasbn at.'any 
time except when they are upon the roost, 
would be conducive "to more annoyance 
than the law that they wish repealed, for 
who is to decivle wlietlior a bird that has 
been killed was on tluM'cKisl or not. dif- 
ferent birds go to roost iit dilferent times. 
If this law was passed, •'what would the 
duck do then, |)oor thing?'' 

I think that every right-minded man 
will agree with me that those amendments 
projiosed by t,hti V.I.F. and (!.I'..-\.. that I 
Iiave considered would be a move in the 
wrong direction j bvit I am convinced that 
the legislators are men with sufllcient wis- 
dom and honesty not to bo cajoled into 
framing laws that would be detrimental to 
the farmers of B. (,'. simply lo provide 
pleasure for a few people. 
The farmers of Salt Spring Island in a re- 
nt meeting held there, passed several re- 
solutions in a petition to |>arliaineiit, which 
.Kplains tlndr desire for more jirotection to 
the farmers in view of tin? fact that the doer 
and pheasants have made so ;^reat ravages 
on their crops. ,,,,,„ 

At this meeting one man said .that '^he 
farmers should protect the game liibre than 
thoy do, for by increasing the game rich 
Knglish geiitienien would be induceil to 
pay the island a visit occasionally. Mealso 
said tluit good sportsmen knew devices to 
draw pbeasanlH from one jilacc to anidher. 
What does all this mean? Simply that 
farmers should labor night and day io rear 
idieasants for the sport of tliegentry. "Willi 
these opposing petitions before tliein the 
M.l'.I'.'s will be able to show the ])Ublic 
whether they desire to tlo justice to the 
working mini or wlielhor they cater to the 
wi.slies of these pur.se-proudmcn, whose de-

Thi.'^ Ilight into the 
realniH of romance brought oiita mass vi 
Ministerial denial.-. Aronudthe differ- 
ence touching M r. I'riiM-'H ]ii)siliiin the 
battle surged until Mr. .bj.scph Martin 
arriveil "ii the spot tn iiitiodtiie the 
Manitoba school iitii'stioii, and to i-aisi' 
an outcry against what he describes as 
" coercioli. " In the intervention of Mr. 
Martin anotljer example is given of tlie ; 
fertility of Liberal resources. Mr. Lau- 
rier has been telling Quebec that it is 
his .policy to re-establish separate j 
schools.

A SUliPRISED JOURNAL. 

The loyalty of Canadians to their 

iioiintry and tlioir Queen strikes many 
of our American neighbora with sur- 
prise. They cannot understand how 
an English-s])eaking people who are 
lovers of free institutions can be true to 
their allegiance to an hereditary monarch 
when they are living in sight of their 
glorious republic, andhavethe inestima- 
ble privilege of hearing American orators 
and reading American newspapers. The 
New York Coininercial Advertiser, ex- 
patiating on the conduct of Cana- 
dians after they had read President 
Cleveland's threatening message says : 
" The Canadians whose loyalty to Great 
Britain is a remarkable triumph of senti- 
ment over self-interest have already 
been called upon in no uncertain terms 
by their British Governor to put them- 
selves on a war footing." 

AVe may say in passing tiiat Canadians 
consider themselves^ in every respect as 
truly British as the Governor-General. 
Lord Aberdeen is not looked upon as an 
alien in Canada. He is not regarded 
even as a "cousin." He ia a fellow 
^ citi:;en or rather a fellow L5ri- 
; ton who is with its heart aiul 
I soul, lie governs here as t^ueeii Vic- 
toria governs in Great Britain, according 
I to the well-understood wishes of the 
people of Canada. Those wishes are ex- 
pressed by a Parliament freely elected 
by the people of Canada — a Parliament 
over which the Canadian electorate 
e."iercises a more powerful and a more 
direct inlluence than the citizens of the 
United States du over their Congress. 

Canadians are proud of being British. 
They are proud of being an integral part 
of a nation which taught the lesson of 
constitutional freedom to the whole 
world including, and notably including, 
the Ciiited States of America. They are 
proud of their ancestors for they know 
that there were among them the purest 
))atriots, the most unseliish philanthro- 
pists, the wisest statesmen, the bravest 
soldiers, the most courageous and most 
far-seeing nation builders, and the great- 
est poets, historians, statesmen, nove- 
lists and theologians that the world has 
ever seen. Canadians are proud because 
Britain's history is their history and 
because tfie names they bear are Brit- 
isli names. The Advertiser is right when 
it says that the sentiment of loyalty is 
strong in the Canadian breast, hut it 
makes a mistake when it says that the 
loyalty of Canailians is " a triumph of 
Hontiment over self-iivterest." Cana- 
dians are not wanting in shrewdness 
and worldly wisdom. They Imve been 
close obser%'ers of the progress of the 
United States and of the social and poli- 
tieid condition of its citiiiens. Thegreat 
majority of tlieni have come t.) the con- 
clusion tliat the British subject in Can- 
ada has no cause to envy the condition 
of the American citizen in the United 
Statos. The former sees that the in- 
habitants of those States which border 
Canada are not, man for man, in any 
respect better olF than are the inhabi- 
tants of the Canadian provinces. He 
sees that Canadians are, at the- 
very least, :is free as the .-Vmericans, 
and he knows that they are ex- 
empt from many annoyances and draw- 
backs that the citizens of the United 
.•states suH'er from without, as far as can 
be seen, any hope of their becoming 
fewer or less troublesome.

The St. .lohn Sun commenting on the 
dicta of (irit constitutional lawyv.-s on 
Col. Prior's position, said: 

.A large part of the campaign against 
M r. I'rior, the I'ontroller of customs, who 
is now contesting Victoria, is that he is 
not a member of the cabinet. It ia true 
that be has been called to the cabinet 
and that Mr. Wood, the other controller, 
has been Isworn in. But out In British 
t'oktiiibia, and even farther East, the 
opposition are contending that he cannot 
bo a cabinet minister, becaiis<? his salary 
is less than that of other ministers. 
Senator Mclnnes, who is nothing if not 
original, says that the despatches from 
the Premier and the Minister of Justice, 
announcing the appointment, are bogus, 
and declares that he himself telegrapiietl 
to Mr. ISouriiiot asking him if the con- 
stitution would admit of the ajipoint- 
inent. Mr. Bourinot, it seeins, ilid not 
answer the (juestion, and the senator 
thereupon told a public meeting that the 
clerk waB so much under the thumb of 
the ministers that he dared not condemn 
their course. 

The whole matter is simple, enough. 
No salary is attached to a position in the 
ciibinel. The salary belong to the office. 
There are ministers who have ^7,000 a 
year. Thereare noiv ministers who have 
$5,(100. There are several who have no 
salary at all. It is the same in the jirov- 
inces. The solicitor-general of New 
Brunswick does not have the same salary 
as the attorney -general, atid there are 
provincial ministers without salary. In 
the liiijierial Government there are 
large variations in the salaries drawn by 
ministers. At the present the Premier 
has a salary of five thousand ponnids. 



Mr. Balfour, Mr. Ohamberlaiu, Lord 
Hamilton, Sir M. Hicks-Ceacb, Lord 
Lansdowneand Sir White Eidlev receive 
the same. But Mr. Goschen has oiily 
four thousand five hundred, and the 
l>uko of Norfolk only two thousand live 
hundred, while Mr. Cbaplin, Sir, Long, 
Sir Charles lUtchie, Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh and Lord .lames receive onb' 
two thousand. On the other hand. 
Lord Asb bourne l-.iis eight thousand 
pounds, Lord Ilalsbury ten thousand, 
and .Earl Cadogan twenty thoiisnnd. 
Yet, these are all cabinet ministers to- 
gether. Where then is the anomaly in 
the position occupied bv Mr. Prior and 
Mr. Wood?

Tliere is nothing to indicate 
that fSir Mackenzie ISowell has resigned 
or that he proposes to do so; and until 
such resignation is sent in it is abso- 
lutidy certain that the Governor-General 
would have no communication, directly 
or indirectly, with any person in regard 
to the premiership. 

It is a serious reflect ion on the judg- 
ment and good sense of His IvNcellency 
to assume that he is unaware of the re- 
quirements, not only of iirojiriety, but 
of strict constitutional usage in the 
premises.

AT SPRING llIDCiE. 



A Protracted Meeting of North Ward Elec- 
tors Held Last Night, 

The mayoralty and North Wiu-d aider- 
manic candidates addressed a meeting 
at the Spring Kidge school last night, 
and it was midnight before an adjourn- 
ment was reached. 

Mr. Wm. Snider occupied the chair 
and a list of questions was put into liis 
hands at the opening of the proceedings 
to be answered by the speakers. 

The candidates were asked whether 
they were in favor (1) of a hciius to a 
trans-continental railway with Victoria 
as its terminus; (2) of reducing water 
rates ; (3) of placin<: trades licenses on a 
more e(iuitahle footing; (-1) of paving 
the princi]ial business streets, the cost to 
he horne e(|ually l>y the city and the ])ro- 
]ierty friintint; on the improvement; (5) 
of Spring Iviilge i:etting its share of the 
civic exjienditure, and (G) of better 
police protection. 

Mr. ,lohn Itoliertson as a candidate 
for tlie mayoralty re[)lied generally in 
an atlirinative sense to the i|uestioii8 as 
far as I'liactieahle, and after shortly re- 
citing Ins views as set forth at former 
meetings promised if elected to give lus 
best attention to the city's interests. 

Mr. Wm. Marchant followed, sffflaking 
in favor of making 'Victoria as attractive 
as po'ssible so that tourists would stop 
liere. Street improvements heeonsider- 
ed to be specially necessary. He wanted 
a redistribution of wards and held tliat 
coiitiacts sliould be given to the lowest 
tenderers. He was also generally in 
favor of the proposals submitted in the 
cpieations. 

Mr. W. J. Dwyer said it would take 
if'-'OOitlOO to put all the streets in go(jd 
condition; sewers should be ])aiil for by 
assessing the projierty beneiited by foot 
frontage. The streets in the centre of 
the city might be paved bj' tlie property 
beuolited paying two-thirds of the coal 
and the city the other third. He gave 
an affirmative replv to tlie questions. 

Aid. Brajgg touched on the electric 
light, saying more extensions would 
have to be made in order to furnisli 
more light. He would vote for a railway 
bonus; the water rates ho believed were 
as low as possible now. He would wipe 
out trades licenses as soon as it was pos- 
sible. 

jNIr. Wm. Allen attacked the letting of 
the waterworks contract; he thought 
some economy might be practised hy 
calling for '.eiiders for the jiositions in 
the civic enij)loy. lie answered the 
(luestions in the afhrmative, and 
thought tlie lire horses sliould be used 
for city work. 

Mr. George Glover would vote for a 
railway bonus if the scliemc commended 
itself to his judgment. He could not 
see how trades licenses could be ilonc 
away with. The other questions he 
answered affirmatively. 

Mr. E. H. Levy did not see how they 
could do without trade licenses, but re- 
commended a sliding scale. He wante<l 
to do away with aldermanicsalaries, and 
gave an aflirmative to tlie other (|ues- 
tions. 

Mr. D. ^McNaughton spoke of tiie need 
of si<l(?walks. lie did not see what good 
would lie done by reducing the salaries 
of the uity hall employes and spoke 
against contracting as an injury to ]ioor 
pi^ople. 

Aid. Macmillan attacked the sewer 
coniiniHsioners, saying the ininorlaiit 
part of many of their meetings was to 
pass tlieir salaries. Much of the work 
of some of the inspectors under the com- 
missioners had been done in saloons. 
The sewers constructed by day work 
were elieajier than those done 6y wn- 
tract. If tliey gave a bonus to a railway 
to come into Victoria the citizens should 
>:et stock in return. 

Aid. Bragg took Aid. Maeiiiillan to 
task in regard to his remark as to the 
inspect(jrs, and some cross-liriiig eiisueil 
amid the shouts of tlie audience. Order 
was however restored and the ne.xt 
s[H'aker called . 

Mr. M. liiiiiilier Ihouglit that thi're 
had been great inisinaiiageiiient in 
building the electriir light jilant. Ik- 
did not see liow trades licenses eould he 
done away with. He was in favor of the 
other questions. 

Mr. Gerow was disgusted with last 
year's council. He would not say that 
there had been any boodling about the 
waterworks contract, but there was 
soiiietliiiig funny about it. He did not 
think tilings were properly carried on 
b}' the last council, and tlun-eforv' hail 
entered the field. 

MavorTeagne contined his remarks lo 
the i|iiestions. lie would give a bonus 
if the I'ity got gooil advantages in re- 
turn. Tiie water works wi:r(> suseeii- 
tihle to improvement in getting tlieiu 
better appointed ; as to trades licenses lie 
could not see why a small shop should

.Male Hall, of the Tyee, who made 
the trip from the tug to the wrecked 
Khip, told the following account of liis 
exjiericnce to a I'ost-lntelligencer re- 
porter; " Wc had just iinished towing 
the four-inasted Hhi|> Griflith to sea 
when we sighted a vessel on the Vancou- 
ver lociis. The captain made for it at 
once, and soon liiacovered it, to be the 
Janet Cowan. Caapt. Gove thought it 
best to make the attempt to land in the 
tup's small boats, so I took several men, 
and Chief Hawkins took several, and 
wo aUn ted. By good, hard pulling we 
soon got alongside the ship and -then 
]3ast-cd under "lu-r bow. 'Once on the 
port side the water was comparativejy 
(luiet and we had but little trouble in 
making a landing. There was a rope 
stretched from the 'Ship's side to the 
shore, so we knew that the crew was 
safe. After making a landing weclimbed 
up a rope ladder that letl to the top of a 
bluir which we could not see from the 
other side of the ship, anil came ujjon the 
crew in a tent at the top. They were 
luightv glad to see ua, I tell you. They 
wanted 'us to take them on board 
tlie tug right away. We assured them 
that they would bo looked out for, aad 
then stiirtcd to look around for our- 
selves. They told UH the terrible story 
o' how they had guflered and what they 
liad gone tlirou'jh with, and it broke me 
all up. When they had finished with 
the storv wc started into tlic woods to 
look for'tlie bodies of the captain and 
the other men that luul <lied from the 
cold and privations, intending to bury 
them, but we could not lind them. 
Why, those poor chaps didn't have life 
enough to tell us where the place was. 

THE C.VI'TAIN's FATAIj MISTAKE. 

" We then came back ami went aboard 
the ship by means of the lino, and in- 
stead (It liiiding everything in ship-shape 
we discovered that evervLhing movable 
liad been taken ashore. The big ship, 
for she was a daisy, was being slowly 
battered to pieces. There was a lot of 
water in the hold, the bulwarks were 
gone, her line cabin was sinaelied and 
everything turned upside down. Not- 
withstanding this her masts were stand- 
ing and the three lower topsails set, 
shelving that she wenton the rocks with- 
out a moment's notice hardly. From the 
position she was in and from thefact that 
lier toitsails were set 1 would say that 
she did not hav(! on enough sail, and 
was handled poorly before going on the 
rocks. 1 haven't a doubt but that Capt. 
Thompson, who was a inaii nearly (iO 
years old followed that old Knglish cus- 
tom of getting out to sea wlien once in- 
side till! cape, instead of putting on all 
his sail and keejiing right on up the 
Straits. This I glean from the first 
mate, who tcdd me that the captain had 
called him down when the gale struck 
them inside the cape and asked his opin- 
ion on what to do. The mate advksed 
his superior to keep on up the Straits, 
but the ' old man ' thought it best to 
put to sea. Seven miles off the cape 
they struck a southwest wind, and 
almost imnicdiately afterward the man 
in the look-out called out ' land ahead.' 
.\n attempt was then made to get her 
around, but without success, as she 
S(jon afterward struck the reef. 

" We did not get the men at the cabin 
further uj) the beach, as they did not 
appear anxious to make the aitemi)t to 
reach us, and as the sea was running 
pretty iiigh, Tney will be all right, 
thougli, I tliink, as Cajit. l.ibby sent 
the Pioneer and llolyoke to the scene of 
the wreck to-day, and wo will probably 
go there from the Cape to-morrow. An 
attempt will be made to find the bodies 
of the dead men and give them a Christ- 
ian burial."

E.xcerpt from Rules and Orders Relating 
to Private BiUs. 



ALL APPLICATIONS for Private BiUs, prop« 
erly tlio Kubjecl of legislation by the 
Legislative Assembly of Brltlsa (joiumoia, 
within the purview of the " British North 
America Act, 1807," whether for the erection of 
a Bridge, the making of a Railway, Tramway, 
Turnpike RoadgOr Telegraph or Telephone Line ; 
the construction or tmnrovoment of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam, Slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of Ferry; the incor- 
])oration of any particular trade or calling, or 
ofanj .Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for 
granting to any individual or individuals any 
exclusive or peculiar riuhts or privileges what- 
ever, or for doing any matter or thing which in 
its operation would afl'ect the rights or property 
of other parties, or relate to any particular class 
ot tho community, or for making any amend- 
ment of a like nature to any former Act,— shall 
recinire a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify- 
ing the nature and object of tho application 
and, where the application refers to any pro- 
posed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to bo published a.s fol- 
lows: 

In the British Colombia Gazette and In ouo 
newspaiici' iiublishcd in the iiiuirict atlected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, 
then in a new.spaper in the next nearest District 
in which a newspaper is published. 

Stich notice shall be continued in each case 
for a period of at least six weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between tlie dose of the next pre- 
ceding .Si'ssiou and the consideration of the 
Petition, and copies of such notice shall be sent 
by the parties inserting such notice to the 
Clerk of the House. 

Before any Petition, praying for leave to 
bring in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll 

Bridge, la received by the House, the person or 
persons Intending to petition for audi Bill 
shall, upon giving tho notice pio^cribed hy the 
preceding rule, also at the same time in the 
.«ame manner, give notice of the rates which 
they Intend to ask, the extent of the privilege, 
tho height of the arches, the interval bttweeu 
the abutments or jiiers for the passage of rafts 
and vessels, and mentioning also whether they 
Intend to erect a draw-bridge or not, and the 
dimensions of the same. 

Private Bills shall be so framed as to incor- 
porate hy reference the chaises of the General 
Acts relating to the details to he jirovided for 
by aui'h Billa:— .Special grounds shall be es- 
tahlisUed for any proposed departure from this 
principle, or for the Introduction ol other pro- 
visions as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provisions 
thereof In which the General Act Is proposed to 
be departed from. 

The promoter.'- of a Private Bill shall pay the 
Clerk of the House the sum of one hundred 
dollars before the lirst reading thereof; and asi 
additional sum of one hundred dollars im- 
mediately after tho second reading thereof. 
And no such Bill fhall be read a first time, or 
committed after second rending, until the fees 
payable on the first or second reading respect- 
ively are paid to the Clerk.

LoNUON, Jan. 18. — The iwliticiil crisis 
has reached a. state when further develop- 
ments niuHt be awaited. Tlie Times 
this laoriiing says: "There is fur too 
great disposition in some quarters to 
aasnme that the Transvaal difliculty is 
euded. Tbe immediate danger has 
been averted, but all the evils and 
terrors which made the disturbance in 
the Transvaal, with or without Dr. Jame- 
son, merely a ([nestion oi time, still 
remain unsettled. While President 
ICruger is releasing Dr. Jameson's men 
with one band, with the other he is 
throwing into ''prisbn the' heads of all 
English enterprises ~in Johannesburg. 
He cannot be allowed to transfer 'the 
eliarj^es of treason from armed invaders 
to the heads of a popuhition whicli never 
asked anything but a fair share of 
political ri^^hts, and as he eoiild have 
prevented Ur. Jameson's raid by piving 
wliat his pr<^paration.=l prove \w. knew, 
he does not come to court with clean 
hands." 

Oil the otlier liand, the Standard says : 
" Wo are enabhid to state that I'reaident 
Kruf^er liaa not demanded any change in 
treaty stipulations, etc.," and later on 
says: "We are authorized to deelart' 
that the Emperor's telegram to Presi- 
ileut Kruger was at tbe most an expres- 
sion of feeling of momentary irritation 
which is now past, leaving the relations 
between Germany and England as 
friendly as heretofore." 

The Standard, it should be remem- 
bered, stands nearer to the present gov- 
ernment than any other newspaper in 
Ma^jhinii. A dispatcli to the Standard 
from Berlin says :

There is certainly soniothing in the 
habitual riding of u bicycle that culti- 
vates anionfj: nion tlio fiiio wpirit of gi'ii- 
ero.sity. helpfuhioss, kindliue.^.s, as \s'ol] 
a.s of cbivalrousuess toward women. 
Does m acoldenti occur to a wheel or 
wheelman on the road? Instantly half a 
dozen friends nvo at the spot to aid, al- 
thoiigli they nover utiw the man or hii 
tbom before. I have been particularly 
impressed with the courtesy of wheel- 
men, perfect strangers, to wheolwonion. 
Tho attention is never obtrn.sivn, like 
that of tho leoriiiR idiot who elbows wo- 
men in a .street car, but is prompted by 
frank kindline.s.s and .'•ense of conirado- 
ship. My observation t;oe.s to .sliow tliat 
men who are thenisolvos fond of cycling 
have a real respect for women; that 
thoy will do niiythiiif? to aid them and 
forward their comfort and pleasures on 
tho road. Onti Sunday moniiug Iat(dy 
threo women were riding in the coun- 
try when, suddenly descending a slip- 
pery hill, one of thoiu got a fall. It wti.s 
not so bfid a fall, but it twisted her 
linndlo bars around galley west, so to 
speak. In u twinkling two young gentle- 
men were on the scene, entire strangers 
to her and all her party. They helped to 
pick up tho remains, and ono of tliein 
whipped out a wrench and had tho lian- 
dlo bar stniightenod ii:i no time. Wlien 
all was righted, tho gallant lads toneh- 
ed their caps and wore off before thoy 
could be even thanked in due form. It 
does seem as if the bicyole, amoiig its 
other nuniprous and mighty blessings, 
is bringing back tlio a^o of chivalry. In 
that golden ago, according to ibo clu'iini- 
clers, galhint men wont up and down 
the earth, ever keeping an eye ont to 
aid forlorn women who were in distress 
or needed assistance. Having given the 
aid, tbosii blessed knights of the olden 
tiino went their way, with no ulterior 
thought of ..pursuing the acquaintance 
thus nccidentnlly made or of taking ad- 
vantage of it ill a way that might bn 
unpleasant to woinaiikiiid, high or low.

"Tlie Mills Book of Typewriter 
Forms" has been tho labor of lovo fw"

Now York city. In it she has gatiiored 
the forms of lottens tho typewriter needs 
to prepare, legal, comnjoroial and other- 
wise. Abbreviations used in typewriter 
work are uhio found in the book, besides 
tlio definitions of legal terms and the 
trtiiislations of Latin law phrases in 
coniiuon u.-^e. Mr.s. Mills interviewed 
lawyers, business men and others till 
she got her work complete. Enles for 
capitals and punctuation are included 
among the points of iofonnation, besides 
instruction in pcoo&aading.

She is practicing her pro- 
fession, and htiH tlirco men for lior as- 
sistuntK. Cow <loctorinp seems a suitable 
profession for ;i woman.

Plans for New Schooner— The " War 
rimoo's" Sailing— Outward 
Bonnd Fasaengrers. 



.\ second wreck occurring within the 
last fortnight on the southwest coast of 
Vancouver Island has just been reported 
and from the meagre partitailars received 
it is generally believed to bo tho little seal- 
ing schooner Kilmony, of this port, she hav- 
ing left here for the West Coast to secure an 
Indian crew on Friday last. Her identity, 
though not positively known, is pretty well 
assured from the information that the last 
letter of her name is " Y." The news was 
lirst brotiplit to Alberiii by Indians and 
telegraphed to Victoria on Saturday even- 
ing. Alanagor Christie of the C.P.U. tele- 
granli ollicc got the telegram, but believing 
it had reference to the Janet Cowan 
wreck paid little attention to it. 
On I'urlfier consideration, however, he 
wired to Alhcrni yesterday to make some 
ini|uiries about the" report, and in return 
received the following self explanatory mes- 
sage ; "Mrs. Patterson, who has just ar- 
rived from Caiie lieale, corridioralcs the 
report of a schooner being wrecked 
at HanilU'ld creek. She is a tiplal wreck, 
'fbe last letter of her name is • and she 
thinks the letter ■ II' was also in the name." 
As the "V" indicates no other vessel of 
the Bealiiig lleet, and as a "K" might 
easily be mistaken I'or an " R," the conclu- 
sion arrived at that the name is Kilmeny 
sc. ms well grounded. Considering that 
the schixmer Mascot yesterday put back to 
Port .\ngeles through stress o'f weather, it 
is evident that the Kilnieny must have en- 
countered very lough storms. Siie was 
bound nj) the coast to get an Indian crew, 
and was afterwards going to the coast seal- 
ing grounds. The Kilmenv is a 20-tonner, 
belonging to Mr. Frank ,V. Nicholson, who 
built her in 1893. She was recently refitted 
and was chartered for the season by M. 
llallK'iani, her present captain. Thcnaines 
<d bis crew Were A. Anderson, C. J. l)e 
Graiul, (ieo. .McLean and H. J. Clark, all 
voung men and fairly well known e.vccpt 
lie Grand, who shipped as cook, and who 
was about IU years ol' age. \Vhetlier these 
have been lost remains thus far unknown. 
The Kilmeuy was insured for Sf\,i>(Kt on ai^ 
count of the owners and hud also .•f?:")!! in- 
surance on her stores. 

Mr. Nicholson, who was the designer and 
builder of the Kilineny, has ])erfected the 
model of a new scliooiuT, intending to jiut 
her alloal for a Belirinu' sea cruise next 
fall. The wiu-k on this craft, tlioiigli not 
yet begun, will, it is e.xiieeted, be coni- 
l)leted hy .Iniie ne.vt. The craft will be 
schooner yacht built; will be in the neiijh- 
liorliood of si.vty tons register, and her 
dimensions will be 7,') feet over all, 21 feet 
l)eain and 12;,.; feet after draught. Mr. 
.Nicholson's i>ers(iiial e.\"]ierience in Charles 
( 'onnell's big shipyard on the Clyde gives 
him a good knowleilge of how a craft should' 
be built, and the new addition to the setd- 
iug lleet may be e.xpectcd to be something 
graoefnl as well as seaworthy.

It is true there is neither a " Y " nor 
" R " in the Magician's name, but these 
letters may bavi.' been imaginative; and 
from the time that the Kilmeny left here 
unusual despatch would have had to be 
given to the news of Iter wreck for it to 
have reached Alberni on Saturday evening,
